in  other  v/ar  Years^  this  report  is  abbreviated  and 
presented  in  an  interim  form  to  meet  the  v/ishes  of  the  Ministry  of 


Health. 

Under  the  Section  on  Infectious  Disease  it  v/ill  be  noted 
that  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  remain 
constant  with  those  of  1943  and  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  the 
latter.  In  the  case  of  Measles  and  "diooping  Gough  the  numbers  have 
been  halved.  Generally^  the  district  has  been  free  from  severe  con- 
tageoas  illness  and  such  cases  as  have  been  notified  have  given  rise 
to  no  anxiety. 


Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  Birth  Rate  is  higher  than 
that  of  the  Country  v/hile  the  Infantile  Death  Hate  reached  a figure 
probably  the  lowest  iii  the  annals  of.  the  Authority,  The  General  Death 
Hate  was  slightly  below  that  of  the  Country. 

Tuberculosis  shows  a total  return  varying  little  from 
preceding  years  and  deaths  from  this  cause  are  below  average. 

Under  the  relevant  sections  of  this  Report  v:ill  be  found  the 
moasures  taken  in  the  Year  to  raaintaiia  Services.  In  this  connection 
your  Sanitary  Inspector  has  devoted  much  time  and  thought  to  Post  bar 
Devc-lopraent  and  is  'vvell  prepared  to  put  his  schemes  in  hand  when  con- 
ditions will  permit.  The  Medical  Officer  takes  this  opportunity  of 
thonkiiig  him  for  his  colls  bo  rat  ion  during  the  past  tvrelve  months.

SCAVEI'TGIlTQc  There  is  no  organised  collection  in  the  .urea.  Such 
tippings  as  arc  in  use  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspcctor . 

SALVleQB.  With  the  exception  of  tvjo  parishes  this  service  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Local  .aithority  and  collections  aro  made  as  required. 
These  collections  arc  nade  by  lorry  hired  by  the  Council^  the  Women's 
Voluiitary  Service  assisting.  In  the  individual  parishesj  much  of  this 
work  is  carried  out  by  the  school-children  v/]io  collect  and  deliver  to 
local  depots. 

In  addition  to  the  oibovoa  an  organised  book  drive  v-ras 
held  and  26816  books  were  collected.  Of  these  2419  v/ore  sent  to  tho 
ForceSa  533  to  Children's  Hospitals  and  214  to  Libraries^  including  28 
to  the  British  Museum.  The  remainder  was  used  as  salvage. 

DI.3IHFEST.-.TiaH  .iHD  GGtTTRQL  OF  VERIiIIN.  Your  Officer  has  attended  a 
course  on  rat  destruction  at  Shrewsbury^  and  has  been  instructed  in 
the  methods  to  be  used.  . In  association  with  the  County  uUthority^ 
the  tv/o  major  infestations  reported  and  certain  minor  have  been  reduced. 
Other  than  these  there  have  been  fev:  calls  for  this  Service.  Ho 
demands  have  been  made  for  general  disinfestation  of  houses ^ the 
District  showing  a marked  freedorn  from  this  complaint. 
hHTSR  SUPPLIES.  Samples  are  taken  at  regular  intervals  of  three 
months.  With  one  excoptiori  the  vwiter  is  taken  in  the  rav/  state.  Of 
the  Public  Supplies  v/ith  tho  exception  of  that  to  Cheswardine  all  hove 
given  satisfactory  results  and  in  the  one  exception  recourse  has  been 
had  to  chlorination.  In  this  instance  it  has  boon  decided  and  v/ork  has 
been  put  in  hand  wnth  the  sinking  of  a boro-hole  which  will  replace  the 
present  open  spring  supply  and  should  give  wnter  of  unquestionable 
purity.  Certain  Private  Supplies^  mainly  of  the  well  type^  havey  from 
tiiJX;.  to  timoa  given  unsatisfactory  results  and  in  ea,ch  case  the 
attention  of  the  ovffiers  has  been  directed  to  these  results.  loprove- 
ments  have  been  achieved  in  such  cases  either  by  local  cleansing  or 
by  connecting  v/ith  the  public  supplies  in  the  nrca.  The  De|3artnent 
has  worked  in  close  collaboration  with  Service  Depots  in  tht  neighbour- 
hood and  has  actively  assisted  in  ma, intca ining  the  purity  of  their

sappliGSo  The  Sanitery  Inspector  has  given  much  time  to  this  work 
and  has  associated  himself  with  any  necessary  inspections,  and  samplings 
□nd  has  'suggested  and  carried  out  isprcvements  with  the  aim  of 
securing  pure  and  wdiolesome  supplies.  As  has  been  said^  the  nrea  is 
dependent  partly  on  minor  public  workings  and  partly  on  privately 
owned  undertakings.  In  the  latter  case  the  source  is  usually  of  the 
well  type 3 these  var^/’ing  in  depth.  Some  ten  homes  are  dependent  on 
stand-pipe  supply.  The  follcv/ing  table  gives  the  total  number  of
